OVERUSE INJURIES IN SOCCER 


Over many seasons the soccer coach's fa— 
vourite pre-season preparation has been road 
running for building aerobic endurance. There is 
no doubt that a good aerobic base is essential for 
soccer fitness. However, there is a great deal of 
danger in using such exercise as the sole empha— 
sis of early season training or ifnot combined with 
appropriate preventive measures. 

As we have already discussed in previous 
articles, adolescents will experience different 
pain to the adult player due to growth plate 
changes but the mechanism is basically similar. 

It is preferable that pre-season be at least 
eight weeks in duration to enable some consider- 
able time for the body to adapt to the increased 
workload. In my experience overuse injuries will 
manifest themselves between weeks three and 
seven and if we recognise this early then either an 
individual can be isolated or the programme 
changed accordingly. Should there have been a 
very short off season, as will be the case with 
summer soccer, then players will be susceptible to 
injury during the change of training in the winter 
pre-season. 

Effective warm ups with a large attention to 
the gaining of game required flexibility are man— 
datory. Early season fixed fitness testing will 
isolate potential problem players and their pro— 
grammes may be adjusted accordingly. Screen— 
ing by the physiotherapist sports doctor of players 
with injuries from the previous season as well as 


those with structural problems, e.g. flat feet, high 
arches, knock knees, bowed legs or excessive 
lower limb inflexibility, will eliminate new 
overuse injuries. 

Footwear is very important with any form of 
continuous weight bearing activities such as jog— 
ging. It is foolish to expect the players to do road 
runs in forty dollar joggers or around "rock hard" 
ovals in football boots. Attention to the nature of 
the surfaces is very important - early season wa— 
tering of fields will help in preventing problems 
when technique work/interval training are 
stopped. Maintenance or appropriate fluid levels 
are recovery techniques to allow high performance 
at each training session is essential — this informa-— 
tion is readily available on request from the sports 
medicine staff. 

Planning work out sessions to enable rest pe— 
riods allows the players to perform higher intensity 
work for longer periods with less fatigue as does 
occasional days off. Year round training pro- 
grammes from the strength and conditioning coach 
allow for "regeneration time" and alleviate the 
need for "damage control! 

Shin splints, Achilles Tendonitis, Plantar Fas— 
citis and Patella Tracking problems are all macad- 
ies under the overuse umbrella. An ounce of 
prevention will ensure our players are always 
available — if your not sure then don't be afraid to 
check you programme.
